1- (Currently Amended) A method fo r permitting a programmer to editing a 
multilanguage documents wife -having code segments written in a primary language and one or 
more code segments written in one or more secondary languages, the method pemiitting the 
programmer to perform editing of the multilanguage document from a single p rimary editor 
designed to provide advanced editing functionality for the primary language, while also enabling 
the programmer to utili ze advanced editing functionality of aad one or more secondary editors Jo 
edit the one or more secondary languages , and in such a way that the programmer is not required 
to open or interface withp riraar v e ditor lov e ragos functionality from the secondary editors, the 
method comprising: 

presenting to a programmer a multilanguage document in a primary application 
view of a p rimary editor designed to provide advanced editing functionality for the 
primary language of the multilanguage document: 

identifying code segments of the multilanguage document that are written in the 
primary language and identifying at least one other code segment acc e ssing a 
multilanguago filo having a plurality of s egments that aro w ritten in a secondar y difT e r e nt 
programming language s, tho oogments corresponding to one or moro secondary e ditors 
that ore e ach configured to e dit code written in a particular programming languag e , 
roGpootivoly ; and 

presenting tho multilanguago filo in a primary application vi e w that is vioiblo to a 
uoor and that includes th e plurali t y of oogmom sj-aHd 

without requiring the pro grammer to leave the primary application view to open 
or interface with the secondary editors, enabling the programmera— treeg to edit the 
differen t code segments of the multilanguage documentfi le from within the primary 
application view bv 
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editing code segments written in the primary language with the primary 
editor- and 

by sending the at least one other code segment written in secondary 
programming language to one of the secondary editors so that thereafter edits 
made in the primary application view will be performed by the secondary editor 
even though the programmer is working on the multilanguage document only in 
the primary application viewt^nd -in such a wav that during oriiting nf rmy 
particular sug mu nt a se condary e ditor oorrocponding to th e particular s e gmont is 
utiliz e d by the primary oditor to modify tho multilanguage frio . 

2. (Original) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein an edit made in the primary 
application view is replicated by a secondary editor to a secondary document that is created by 
the secondary editor in response to receiving a code segment from the primary editor that 
includes the code segment being edited. 

3. (Original) A method as recited in claim 2, wherein the secondary editor is 
specifically configured for editing code written in a language of the received code segment. 

4. ( Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 2, wherein the secondary 
document is transparent to the user. 

5. (Currently Amended ) A method as recited in claim 4, wherein the secondary 
document is created in a text-only format. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 2, wherein the primary editor 
modifies the multilanguage file -document in response to a change made to the secondary 
document. 
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7* (Currently Amended! A method as recited in claim 1 , wherein the multilanguage 
fite document is modified in response to advanced editing features of the secondary editor that 
are not inherently enabled by the primary editor. 

8. (Currently Amended! A method as recited in claim 7, wherein the advanced 
editing features include at least one of syntax coloring, int e llis e ns estatement completion, aute- 
completion, \ document formatting, error reporting, and context help. 
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9. (Currently Amended) A method fo r permitting_a programmer to editiftgji 
multilanguage documents wife -having code segments written in a primary language and one or 
more code segments written in one or more secondary languages, the method permitting the 
programmer to perform editing of the multilanguage document from a single p rimary editor 
designed to provide advanced editing functionality for the primary language, while also enabling 
the programmer to utilize advanced editing functionality of-and one or more secondary editorsjo 
edit the one or more secondary languages , and in such a way that the programmer is not required 
to open or interface with p rimarv e ditor l e v e rag e s functionality from the secondary editors, the 
method comprising: 

presenting to aprojgrammer a multilmguage document in a primary application 
view of a primary editor designed to provide advanced editing functionality for the 
primary language of the multilanguage document; 

identifying code segments of the multilanguage document that are written in the 
primary language and identifying teret one other code segment accessing a 
multilanguago Se having , a - pterality of sogmonto tha t-ase written in secondary diflbront 
programming language s, at least on e of th e s e gm e nt s corresponding to a secondary editor 
that is - configured to e dit cod e writt e n in a particular programming languag e; 

pre s enting tho multilanguago file in a primary application viow that io vioiblo to a 
user and that inoludoo tho plurality of oogmonto; 

identifying tho at loaot one of the o e gm e nto oorr e sponding to tho oooondary editor; 

identifying whether the at least one other code segment written in a secondary 
programming language is a complete code segment, and if not, supplementing the at least 
on e other code e£the-segments with additional dat a, wh e n necessary^ to create complete 
source code for the at least one othgref4he code segmen ta. which so that it can be 
recognized and edited by the secondary edito r for the language of the at least one other 
code segment ; 

without requiring the programmer to open or interface with the secondary editors, 
providing the at least on e other code -&£fee segments to the secondary edito r of the 
language for the at least one other code segment, and the secondary editor thereafter 
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creating and in s uoh a way as to caus e th e s e condary oditor to cr e at e a secondary 
document for editing the at least one other codee £4ke segments, the secondary document 
being invisible to the use r in the sense that it is created by the secondary editor without 
interaction by the prog^am-mer outside of the primary editor : 

the primary editor thereafter creating links between the primary application view 
ofthe _visibl e m ultilanguage fil edocument presented in the primary editor, and portions of 
the secondary document; 

the primary editor replicating edits mad e by the prog rammer to the multilanguage 
filedocument in the primary application view to the secondary document; and 

the primary editor m odifying the primary application view of the multilanguage 
fitedocument to accommodate for editing_functionality provided by the secondary editor 
as to the at least one other code segment in the secondary language . 

10. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, wherein modifying the primary 
application view includes displaying a menu created by the secondary editor. 

11. (Original) A method as recited in claim 9, wherein modifying the primary 
application view includes editing the multilanguage file and replicating one or more edits made 
by the secondary editor to the secondary document. 

12. (Currently Amended^ A method as recited in claim 1 1, wherein the one or more 
edits made in the secondary document include edits made in response to functionality provided 
by the secondary editor that feare not inherently available to the primary editor. 

13. (Currently Amended ') A method as recited in claim 1 1 , wherein the functionality 
provided by the secondary editor includes at least one of syntax coloring, mt e lligens e statement 
completion, auto - completion, document formatting, error reporting, and context help. 
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14. (Original) A method as recited in claim 13, further including, prior to replicating 
the one or more edits made in the secondary document, an act of determining that the one or 
more edits made in the secondary document are not merely a result of replication of the edits 
made by the primary editor to the multilanguage file in the primary view. 

15. (Currently Amended ) A method as recited in claim 9, further including, prior to 
replicating edits made to the multilanguage file in the primary application view to the secondary 
file, an act of determining that the one or more edits made in the primary application view are 
not merely a result of replication of the edits made by the secondary editor to the secondary 
document.

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25. (Currently Amended) A method for permitting a programmer to edit a 
multilangu age document having code segments written in a primary language and one or more 
code segments written in one or more secondary languages, the method permitting the 
programmer to perform editing o f the multilanguage document from a single primary editor 
designed to provide advanced editing functionality for the primary language, while also enabling 
the programmer to utilize advanced editing functionality of one or more secondary editors to edit 
the one or more secondary languages, and in such a way that the programmer is not required to 
open or interface with the secondary editors, the method comprising: A computer program 
product comprioing one or more computer readablo modia having comput e r -e x e cutab l e 
instructions for enabling a primary aouroo oodo oditor to perform a method of leveraging 
functionality from on e or more o e oondary oditoro comprising: 

presenting to a programmer a multilanguage document in a primary application 
view of a primary editor designed to provide advanced editing functionality for the 
primary language of the multilanguage document: 

identifying code segments of the multilanguage document that are written in the 
primary language and identifying at least one other code segment aoooocing a 
multilanguage file having a plurality of segments that ore written in a secondar v differ e nt

26. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 25, wherein an edit 
made in the primary application view is replicated by a secondary editor to a secondary 
document that is created by the secondary editor in response to receiving a code segment from 
the primary editor that includes the code segment being edited. 

27. (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 26, wherein the 
secondary editor is specifically configured for editing code written in a language of the received 
code segment. 

28. (Currently Amended) A computer program product as recited in claim 26, 
wherein the secondary_ document is transparent to the user. 

29. (Currently Amended) A computer program product as recited in claim 26, 
wherein the primary editor modifies the multilanguage fil e document in response to a change 
made to the secondary document. 

30. (Currently Amended) A computer program product as recited in claim 25, 
wherein the multilanguage fite- document is modified in response to advanced editing features of 
the secondary editor that are not inherently enabled by the primary editor.

(Currently Amended ) A computer program product as recited in claim 34, 
wherein the functionality provided by the secondary editor includes at least one of syntax 
coloring, intolhsonsostatement completion , auto completion, document formatting, error 
reporting, and context help. 



37, (Original) A computer program product as recited in claim 32, further including, 
prior to replicating the one or more edits made in the secondary document, an act of determining 
that the one or more edits made in the secondary document were not made merely to replicate the 
edits made by the primary editor, so as to avoid an infinite loop of edits being made.
